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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 to 16 and 18 to 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Adachi et al. in view of Hartmann et al. and/or GB 2 001 303 A. 

This rejection relies on the rationale detailed in previous office actions and as 
such it will not be repeated. Applicants' response indicates that they have amended 
claim 1 to include ingredient (G). However it is not clear how applicants believe that this 
requirement will overcome the rejection since Adachi et al. teach a polymer composition 
containing the ingredient (G), as the Examiner had previously noted. See Polymer B on 
column 10. Thus the combination of references does suggest and render obvious com- 
positions containing each of claimed ingredients (A) through (G). 

3. Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Adachi et al. fail to provide adequate motivation to select a non-reactive fluid hav- 
ing an aralkyl group content as required by this claim. The Examiner notes that Adachi 
et al. only use a dimethylsiloxane, and column 9, lines 60 to 65, fail to provide adequate 
motivation to select a non-reactive siloxane as claimed.
